1 . This action is responsive to communications: The Application filed on 10/23/03 which 
claims foreign priority to Japanese application 2002-312331 filed 10/28/02. 

2. Claims 1-28 have been cancelled and claim 29 has been added as necessitated by the 
Preliminary Amendment filed on 07/01/08. 

3. Claim 29 is pending in the case. Claims 29 is an independent claim. 



Information Disclosure Statement 

4. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 12/02/04 has been considered 
by the examiner. 

5. The listing of references in the specification (i.e. Page 9, line 17-Page 10, line 16) is not a 
proper information disclosure statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, 
publications, or other information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP 

§ 609.04(a) states, "the list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted 
in a separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on form 
PTO-892, they have not been considered. 
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Drawings 

6. The drawings were received on 10/23/03. These drawings are unacceptable. New 
corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this application because 
a plurality of the drawings are unreadable (e.g. Figs. 13, 14, 18, 19, 20-25, 28, and 30-33). 
Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the 
Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected 
drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Specification 

7. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

The disclosure is objected to because it contains an embedded hyperlink and/or other 
form of browser-executable code (e.g. on pages 10, 15, and 26 of the disclosure). Applicant is 
required to delete the embedded hyperlink and/or other form of browser-executable code. See

Page 26, Line 18 of the disclosure reads, "qqqqqqqqqqqq. . .qqqqqqqqqqq". Appropriate 
correction is required. 

The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

9. Claim 29 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. In regard to independent claim 29, Applicant claims wherein the bullet image was 
classified into "a same classification among classifications of the stationary nodes, updated nodes 
and additional nodes." The term "same" in claim 29 is a relative term which renders the claim 
indefinite. The term "same" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a 
standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be 
reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. Thus it is unclear what "into a same 
classification among classifications" means in view of the bullet image and the plurality of 
related nodes. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claim 29 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
